Could they once regain this ancient Liberty, the Object 
of their Hatred fhould foon fall a Viétim to their Cru- 


elty. Was his Conduét ever fo jutt, its Reétitude fhould - 


nothing avail him ; were all his Aétions to be defended, 
he fhould be fuffered to make no Defence; were no 
Evidences of his Guilt to be produced, none fhould be 
required ; but our modern Patriots, poflefied of this g/- 
rious ancient Liberty, fhould condemn and deftroy all 
whom they did not like, without Trial, without Evi- 
dence, without Juftice, and without Mercy. Here we 
find the true Reafon of all their Inveétives againft our 
prefent excellent Conftitution, our modern minifterial Con- 
flitution, as they ftyle it. It requires Evidence of a 
Man’s Guilt before he can be condemned ; it gives him 
a Right to be heard ; it gives him a Liberty of making 
all the Defence he can. But what terrible Bars are 
thefe to the Defigns and Ambition of modern Patriots / 
While thefe remain, confcious Honetiy may defy all 
the Arts and Power of Villainy ; Innocence will be 
fecure, and Virtue protefted. While thefe Barriers of 
Juftice fubfift, this lawlefs, blood-thirfty Fadion mult 
defpair of Succefs ; and, till they can deftroy the en- 
flaving Law, till they can rob Men of its Proteétion, 
they will never be able to fhew the People, in Practice, 
thefe Patriot Marks of a free Con/titution. 

THEY may continue to read to them Leétures on 
the Equity of Violence, and the Parrioti/m of Affaffina- 
tions ; but fo long as any Senfe of Juftice remains among 
Men, fo long as the Security of their Properties, their 
Liberties and their Lives fhall be of any Value in their 
Eyes, thefe fanguinary Exhortations, thefe Incitements 
to Butchery and Murder, will meet with their deferved 
Return, with the utmoft Abhorrence and Deteftation ; 
and the Authors will be feen in their native Deformity, 
and be treated as the Advocates of Violence and lawlefs 
Power ought to be treated. Surely never was fuch an 
Infult offered to the Underftanding of Mankind ; could 
net the Fafion have recommended lawleis Executions, 
and deftroying Men without trying them; could not 
they, I fay, have recommended fuch Practices, without 
reprefenting them as the Traces of Liberty, as the 
Marks of a Free Conftitution ? 

Tue People then will underftand, that the boafted 
Increafe of Liberty, which thele Mock Patriots promite, 
is a Liberty from the Laws, a Liberty that is to be 
built on the Ruin of Law and Jullice ; and I am per- 
fuaded they will ftill continue to prefer Legal Slavery, 
to ufe the Fa@ion’s Phrafe, and fit down content in a 
State, where no Man can fuffer but from Evidence that 
he-delerves to-fuffer,and where no Man, nor no Set 
of Men have it in their Power to condemn the meane/? 
Briton, without hearing him in his owh Defence, or 
without Proof of his Guilt.

Letters from Italy confirm the Retreat of the Spa- 
niards from the Adige and Po ; and fay, that upon th@ 
firft Jealoufy which the Duke de Montemar the Spanifh 
General conceived of the Accommodation between the 
Emperor and the King of France, he propofed a pri- 
vate Negotiation to the King of Sardinia, and gave 
him to. underitand, that he was pretty fure of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty’s Approbation ; but that his Sardinian 
Majetty detired to be excufed, faying he had been con- 
vineed by late Contingencies, as well as iniiructed by 
the Fable, that it was not for his Intereft to form Al- 
liances with Princes more Powerful than himfelf. Mean 
time the Politicians at Turin talk of the Treaty be- 
twixt the Emperor and France in fuch a Strain, as if it 
had not been carried on intirely without the Know- 
ledge of their Court; neverthelefs his Sardinian Ma- 
jefty feems inclin’d at prefent rather to recruit than 
disband his Farces. ’ 

Other Advices from Italy fay, the Marfhal de No- 
ailles received fuch Orders from the Court of France,

that when the Spanith Troops quitted the State of 
Venice, Part of the French Army was fent to cover 
them ; and that eleven Tranfports with Troops, Guns, 
and Provifions for the Imperial Army, arriving from 
Triefte at the Port of Chiufa, but.6 Leagues from 
Venice, and at the Mouth of the Adige, the Em- 
peror’s Admiral demanded Veffels of the Republick to 
take them on board, and to carry them up the Adige 
to the Imperial Army ; but his Demand was rejected, 
on account of the Neutrality which that State is 
obliged to obferve. 

‘They write from Bruffels, that all the Colonels of 
the Regiments in that Country have Orders to acknow- 
ledge Count Seckendorf as General in Chief of the 
Imperial Troops in the Auftrian Netherlands, where 
the {aid General is fhortly expected from Luxemburg. 

The Report at Paris that the King of Spain has ac- 
cepted of the Preliminary Articles agreed on at Vienna, 
needs Confirmation. 

The Marquis de Fenelon at the Hague, having re- 
ceived the Preliminaries of Peace between the Emperor 
and the French King, by an Exprefs from his Court, 
the faid Marquis and the Emperor’s Envoy have fince 
had Conferences with the Principal Miniilers of the 
States. 

They advife from Copenhagen, that as they were 
digging to make fome Improvements to the Bafon of 
that Port, a Spring of Water burit out with fucha 
Torrent, that they apprehended it would have fpoil’d 
the whole Work ; that upon tafting it, they found it 
much falter than the Sea ; and that having tried to ex- 
tract Salt from it, the Effay prov’d fo {uccefsful, that 
they have already begun to ereét Salt-Works. 

His Excellency the Count de Montijo, in his fecond 
Day’s Journey from Hanover to tlie Hague, loft ott 
of his Poft-Chaife the Casket in which was his Golden 
Fleece fet with Diamonds, together with his Money 
and other things, to the Value of 30000 Dollars; but 
immediately ordering a Servant to ride back, the Man 
had the good Fortune to find it lying in the Road, and 


. the Honetty to return it fate to his Exceilency. 


They write from the Hague, that the Lodge of 
Free Mafons eftablifh’d there being aff:mbled a few 
Nights ago, the Mob rofe, and refolved to make them 
difcover what they were about; but, after fome At- 
tempts, not being able to gain any Light into the 
Myiteries of the Society, nor to diicover any good 
Reafons the Brethren had for keeping themfelves pri- 
vate, the Vice which rag’d in Holland about two Years 
ago, came fo ftrongly into the People’s Heads, that 
they would certainly have made Work for the Mafonry, 
and puli’d the Houfe over their Ears, had not the 
Peace Officers in good time prevented the Effect of their 
Fury. 

They write from Ireland, that Mr. Steel, Weaver at 
Antrim, who made that famous Piece of Linnen Cloth, 
call’d the Web of Love, which the Truftees of that Ma- 
nufacture purchaded, and prefented to her Royal High- 
ne{fs the Princefs Royal, againit her Marriage with the 
Prince of Orange, has now got ready another Piece of 
Linnen, which took up 120 Dozen of Yarn that 
was {pun by his Wife, is 21 Yards long, and is defign’d 
asa Prefent to the Prince of Wales, againft the Nup- 
tials of his Royal Highnefs. —— On the other hand, 
the Elringtons, and other facetious Gentlemen in that 
Kingdom, are no lefs induftrious for the promoting of 
Trade in their Way, by having opened a Subfeription 
for two Ridottos, at the Theatre Royal at Dublin, for 
which each Subjfcriber is to pay down two Moydores.
